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CONSTRUCTION AND THE 
COMMON MARKET 


[HE Common Market is an established fact. Started by France, Germany, 
Italy and the Benelux countries it was the creation of some of the most 
adventurous thinking of our time. This bold and idealistic plan transgressed 


national frontiers and prejudices but the prizes it offered both economically 
and politically were tremendous. 


: Britain’s position was a difficult one. Agricultural and other industrial 
interests had to be considered and also the family of nations in the Common- 


wealth. For joining the Common Market meant the end of Commonwealth 
preferences. 


Now, after years of indecision and perhaps with encouragement from 
the new American administration as against discouragement from the old one, 
Britain seems to be moving towards the Common Market. The decision to 
join, if taken, cannot be based on an arithmetical summation of advantages 
and disadvantages. Rather it must be an act of faith, a momentous decision, 
which may alter the course of future events decisively and fundamentally. 


And yet, quite naturally, individual industries will be reflecting upon the 


likely effect upon their own affairs. What will be the effect upon the construc- 
tional industries? 


The Common Market, in effect, aims to do for Europe what federation 
has done for the United States. Quotas and tariffs between member countries 
will ultimately be abolished and external tariffs will be the same. Labour 
and capital will eventually be able to move freely between member countries. 
There will in fact be complete economic integration. The pipe-dream of a 
United States of Europe will become a reality. 


In such a far reaching scheme of things it is inconceivable, assuming 
Britain decides to join, that any major industry will not be affected to 1 
greater or lesser extent. Indeed the long-term effects are impossible to forecast 
but in the more immediate future it does seem that the constructional industries 
might be affected less than most. At the present time there is nothing, in 
theory, to prevent British contractors from tendering for jobs on the Continent 
or setting up subsidiaries there, or for Continental contractors from tendering 
for jobs in Britain or setting up subsidiaries here. But contracting demands 
local contacts and knowledge and with efficient constructional industries on 
both sides of the Channel there is little inclination for contractors to cross 
it in either direction in search of work. The Common Market might provide 
more scope for the formation of international consortia, but in general it seems 


unlikely that British contractors would suffer any large scale invasion from the 
Continent. 


There would however be important repercussions in regard to plant and 
materials. The eventual abolition of import quotas and duties should lower 
costs and increase competition. British construction equipment manufacturers 
and material producers would have a bigger market in Europe but would be 
subject to more Continental competition beth at home and in the Common- 
w2alth countries, the latter being the effect of the common export tariff which 
would end Commonwealth preference. But contractors in Britain should have 
the advantage of a wider and cheaper choice of plant and materials since imports 
from the Continent would be quota and duty free. 


Finally, there is the question of overseas contracting. Where British con- 
tractors use British materials for projects in the Commonwealth they have an 
advantage over Continental contractors because of the system of Commonwealth 
preference. This advantage would end if Britain joined the Common Market. 
But is must be remembered that the Common Market is establishing powerful 
new financial institutions to promote overseas development. It may also, as 
has been noted, foster international consortia of contractors which if harnessed 
to these new sources of capital could become formidable competitors for 
overseas projects. The interests of British contractors operating overseas may 
well be best served if they are in a position to take part in such a development. 
They have, after all, an enviable reputation abroad and have already worked 
with continental contractors on overseas projects. Certainly, if Britain does 
join the Common Market, our overseas contractors must readjust their thinking 
to the new situation and act quickly to catch up with any lead that the original 
member countries may have already established.

HE new Wolfson Institute for 
Medical Research built for the 
London Post-Graduate Medical School 
at Hammersmith Hospital is an impres- 
sive example of exposed face concrete. 
Recently completed by Holloway Bros., 
Ltd., the building is of an unusual shape 
and has exterior walls of white reinforced 
concrete, the concrete being just as it left 
the moulds with the imprint of the sawn 
wooden formwork standing out in relief. 
Three lecture theatres have been de- 
signed into the building to take the 
minimum of space, with access to them 
all at ground floor level. A large theatre 
above has seating for 490 and two smaller 
theatres directly beneath can seat 150 and 
60. Walls are without windows and there 
is good sound insulation. Plenum heating 
and ventilation is installed. 

Each theatre is fully equipped for pro- 
jection and sound including apparatus to 
relay the sound of heartbeats. Other 
accommodation is a large dining area, 
which can also be used for dances, a 
doctors’ club, common rooms and a 
medical engineering department in the 
basement. A caretaker’s flat is situated 
on the roof. 

Structurally the institute has a rein- 
forced concrete frame incorporating pre- 
stressed concrete floor and roof beams, 
with suspended concrete roofs and stair- 
cases. The lecture theatres are of box 
construction bearing on six main columns, 
with external walls 8in. thick to a maxi- 
mum height of 58ft. These walls are in 
fact deep beams and the theatres had to 
be supported until the roof slab was actu- 
ally cast. 

The concrete used on the construction 
comprised a graded flintstone aggregate 
of in. to *in., Portland Capstone fines of 
‘in. to flour, and Snowcrete white cement. 
No sand was used in the mix, but it was 
found that the very fine Capstone acted 
as a plasticiser or cement additive, pro- 
ducing an easily workable mix, 

In view of the concentration of steel 
reinforcement the concrete was made with 
a very high slump. However, considerable

crushing strengths were obtained. A 
strength of 4,000lb. at 28 days was called 
for, but some as high as 6,000lb. at 28 
days were attained. 

The internal walls are 4in. Thermalite 
blocks, allowing a 2in. cavity. They are 
panelled with Bartrev boarding to which 
are fixed triangular softwood fillets and 
Slottac boarding of varying width. This 
treatment provides very effective acoustics. 

The institute is the first part of an 
extension scheme that will cost £750,000. 
It was designed by Lyons, Israel and 


Ellis, 43 Portland’ Place, London, W.1. 

The civil engineers were Felix J. 
Samuely and Partners, 231 Gower Street, 
London, N.W.1, and the quantity surveyors 
were Mercer and Miller, 10 Manchester 
Square, London, W.1. 

Work started on the site in August, 
1960. Possession was taken of the various 
sections of the building as they were 
erected, the first section being finished in 
January this year. The Prime Minister 
officially opened the complete building on 
May 3

RAISING THE STATUS OF THE 
PROFESSIONAL ENGINEER 


Structurals President’s Suggestion To The Civils 


‘PEAKING at the annual dinner of 
\? the Institution of Structural En- 
gineers held at the Dorchester Hotel, 
London, last week, the President, 
Lt.-CoL. G. W. KIRKLAND said the status 
of the professional engineer in all fields 
of public life was nothing like as high as 
it should be. He believed the failure to 
be their own fault, partly through the 
scatter effect on the large number of 
bodies which represented them. 

To rectify the position, Colonel Kirk- 
land suggested that members of the chir- 
tered engineering 
institutions 
should describe 
themselves simply 
as Chartered En- 
gineers. Addition- 
ally, there should 
be an organisation 
to represent all 
chartered engi- 
neers to ensure 
their proper 
representation in 


the councils of 
the world. This 
did not call for 


the formation of 
yet another engi- 
neering body; the 
“mother” the 
Institution of Civil Enginzers — should 
encourage her varied offspring and admit 
their spokesmen to her Council on the 
basis of proportional representation. 


No “Take-over Bids” 


It would, admitted Colonel Kirkland, re- 
quire much patience to divert the “mother” 
Institution from “take-over bids” and the 
like, but there were at least 10,000 mem- 
bers of chartered engineering bodies, 
thousands more qualified by university 
degree and experience who were not mem- 
bers of any engineering society, and many 
thousands more again qualified by examina- 
tion and experience who were members of 
the non-chartered engineering institutions. 
The overall total of professional engineers 
might well approach a quarter of a million. 


Largest Profession 


The profession of the engineer was the 
largest in the country. The B.M.A. repre- 
sented almost 80,000 doctors practising in 
practically every branch of medicine; 
chartered accountants numbered almost 
43,000, while there were 25,000 members 
of the Royal Institute of British Archi- 
tects. 

These professions enjoyed a recognised 
place in society; steps must be taken to en- 
sure that in this age of the scientist and 
technologist the professional engineer was 
likewise accorded his rightful place. 


Unique Institution 


Earlier, Colonel Kirkland said the 
Institution of Structural Engineers were 
unique in that they were the sole profes- 
sional body in the world representing en- 
gineers in the specialised field of structures. 
Their 9,000 members might not represent 
a high proportion in the whole field of 
professional engineers but their import- 
ance as specialists was self-evident. 

“We are naturally jealous of our posi- 
tion and would resist any action which 
might detract from our prestige or any 
association or amalgamation which might 
lead to the loss of our identity,” he 
declared.

Structural Challenge 


The President was replying to the toast 
of “The Institution” proposed by Lorp 
Joun Hope, Minister of Works, who 
pointed out that quite a number of struc 
tural engineers were employed in_ his 





department and he was very proud of the 
work they did. Structural engineering was 
a field in which they had occupied a lead- 
ing position. When Albert Bridge House 
was completed in Manchester it set a 
standard for tall office buildings in the 
provincial cities. 

“We have now been offered a new 
problem which will put us on our mettle,” 
he continued. ‘For technical reasons which 
I will not claim to understand, the Post- 
master-General requires a tower over 500ft. 
high in Bloomsbury. What is more he wants 
to put a considerable weight of electronic 
equipment quite near the top of it. To 
anyone who cares deeply, as I do, for the 
character of London and of its various 
districts this is a challenge indeed. It 
offers an opportunity to show what careful 
and imaginative design can achieve, even 
in so difficult a problem as this. I do not 
know whether we shall be judged to have 
succeeded, I hope we shall, and I am sure 
that this challenge is worthy of our best 
efforts. 

“Our efforts will be judged by standards 
of criticism which, so far as high buildings 
are concerned, have risen appreciably in 
recent years. This rise in esthetic 
standards is one to which your profession 
has made a notable contribution,” said 
the Minister. 


Economy in Constructioa 

Referring to economy in construction, 
Lord John Hope said very considerable 
economies had been achieved since the 
war to which his Department had made 
a contribution of which it need not be 
ashamed, They were continuing to study 
structural economy problems, particularly 
with relation to the usage of office build- 
ings. 

“Another means of course of achieving 
economy in construction is by the use of 
new materials or new forms of construc- 
tion,” he continued. “I understand that 
increasing use is being made of the hyper- 
bolic paraboloid for roof construction. 
That is not to say that I understand what 
a hyperbolic paraboloid actually is. I am 
told that it is not the name of an obscure 
disease of the ductless glands, but some- 
thing I forgot about in a geometry lesson 


at school. I gather that it is the name of 
a gracious curve which relieves. the 
rectangular monotony which otherwise 


threatens to beset modern architecture, 
rather as the presence of our ladies with 
us tonight relieves the rectangular 
monotony of this ridiculous form of even- 
ing dress that we men are obstinate enough 

- stick to in these otherwise enlightened 
ays.”

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FINAL STAGE OF £1M, 
DEVELOPMENT AT POOLE

The building, to be completed in a cop. 
tract period of 14 months, is the third 
and final stage of a £1 million development 
programme extending over a site of some 
six acres.

The new block, 340ft. long and over 
100ft, wide, will be the largest on the site 
incorporating packaging, packed stock and 
despatch departments, together with the 
Division’s home and export sales and 
administrative offices. Nearly three years 
have been spent in the detailed planning of 
design and equipment to ensure maximum 
efficiency in every warehousing operation.

INFLATION BOGY THREATENS 
AGAIN 


Speaking at the Eastern Counties 
regional annual conference in Great Yar- 
mouth last week, Mr. W. A. Mackridge, 
vice-president of the Federation of Master 
Builders, said: 

“We have suffered in the past—the 
whole country has—from rising costs, and 
after many trials, we thought we had done 
with it, and could see the way ahead to 
a period of steady prices for our work. 
But that old inflation bogy threatens 
again. What is worse, the Government 
does not appear to help in any practical 
way. 
“The deeper implications of the Budget 

reflected in the threats of a tax on the 
numbers employed and the likelihood of 
ad hoc changes in purchase tax—are not 
encouraging. The costs of nearly every 
prime commodity, including fuel used in 
the manufacture of building materials, is 
again on the upward march, and there will 
be still more taxation levied on any profits 
the industry may indeed be fortunate 
enough to make. 

“All this, of course, must tend to push 
up prices for building work; and certain 
public authorities have already brought 
back a rise and fall clause to their condi 
tions of contract.” 

Mr. Mackridge also criticised local 
authority direct labour and called on the 
Government to “help us all by attacking 
the basic problem—the threat of rising 
costs of labour and materials.” 


MASTER BUILDERS VISIT 
GERMANY 


A delegation of some 60 members, 
mainly from the London Region, of the 
Federation of Master Builders flew t

CAR PARK 


LL the reinforced concrete floors 
41 have been cast and 60 per cent. of 
the lifting has been carried out on the 
new multi-storey car park being built 
at Longbridge, Birmingham, by the lift 
slab method of construction. Comple- 
tion is expected at the end of August. 

The speed and economies possible with 
this form of construction will result in the 
erection of covered accommodation for 
3,300 cars at a cost of £165 per car space. 
The car park, claimed to be the largest of 
its kind in the world, is designed on the 
ramp principle. It will enable The Austin 
Motor Co., Ltd., to store the increased pro- 
duction from their new assembly building

The lift slab method consists of casting 
reinforced concrete slabs forming the upper 
floors and roof of a structure around the 
columns at ground level, using a resinous 
separating medium between each slab and 
employing the ground floor as the initial 
soffit form. After the slabs have matured 
they are lifted by synchronised hydraulic

jacks to their correct positions, and are 
then permanently connected to _ the 
columns. 


Slabs are generally divided into s2veral 
sections to provide convenient areas for 
placing concrete, and for lifting. Work can 
therefore be carried out continuously, i.e., 


slabs in place on 


one-third of the 


a cycle can be arranged so that carpenters. 
steelfixers and concretors work round from 
section to section. A gap is left between 
the various sections of the slabs which are 
afterwards joined together in situ. 

At Longbridge there are nine floors, 
including the roof. For convenience of 
construction the plan area has been divided 
into 12 sections. The larger slabs weigh 
350 tons each, and the constructional pro- 
gramme involves the lifting of these slabs 


in pairs. This lifting load is shared by 21 
jacks each with a lifting capacity of 
70 tons. 


The building is 376ft. long and 204ft. 
All parking floors are ramped, and

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SUBSTANTIAL INCREASE IN ARCHITECTS’ 
FEES FOR HOUSING 


Purpose to Encourage Better Design 


THE specially reduced scales of fees 

for state-aided housing schemes 
and multi-storey flats, introduced by 
the R.I.B.A. in 1944 to aid the post-war 
housing effort, are to be withdrawn on 
June 1, 1961. 

From that date the normal R.I.B.A. scale 
of fees will apply to all repetitive housing 
and multi-storey flats, although there will 
be a substantial reduction in respect of any 
repetitive elements in the design—as, for 
example, where a particular house or flat 
type is used more than once in a scheme, 
or has been previously used in another 
scheme, for the same client. 

The effect will be substantially to increase 
the fees paid to private architects by — 
anc 


authorities, new town corporations, 
housing associations. 

A “statement issued this week says: 
“The R.I.B.A. has been compelled to 


make this change, because the existing cut- 
rate fees are inadequate to sustain the cost 
of good architectural design. These fees, 
introduced in 1944 and only increased by 
40 per cent. since then, take no account 
of the vastly greater increase in the cost of 
running offices or of the cost of living. 
Since 1944 the need to increase housing 
densities (fitting more houses into each 
acre), to provide a garage for every dwell- 
ing and to separate vehicles from pedes- 
trians have made housing layout and 
design infinitely more complex and difficult 
than it was when semi-detached houses 
were strung along estate roads. The old 
scales, which applied to ‘state-aided’ 
dwellings, have been made out of date by 
changes in housing subsidies, for which 
many publicly provided houses and flats no 
longer qualify. 

** Many architects, including many of the 
best housing designers, have lost money on 
housing schemes and have refused to do any 
more. Others have done the work at a loss 
out of public spirit. But the low rates do 
not permit architects to spend the neces- 
sary time on the complex problems of lay- 
out and design, and encourage the excessive 
repetition of standard types. 

“ The R.I.B.A. has in fact been attempt- 
ing to raise housing fees by agreement with 
the Local Authorities Associations for many 
years. Negotiations finally broke down in 
1959 over the local authorities’ refusal to 
agree even to a modest increase. The scale

was last revised in 1955. 


The new arrangements do not affect 
either: 
(a) The private client who has com- 


missioned a single house, for which 
the R.I.B.A. scale already prescribes 
the minimum fee; 


(b) The speculative builder who is also 
the developer. Because in this case, 
there is no contract, the architect's 
fee cannot be charged on the contract 
price, An interpretation of the 
R.I.B.A. scale, by which the fee is 
charged on the selling price of the 
house, was introduced in 1959 and 
remains in force. The new arrange- 
ments in fact bring the fees for 
speculatively built and publicly pro- 
vided housing more nearly into line. 

The new arrangements apply to all other 

clients for repetitive housing or flats, 
including private developers building by 
contract, 


The scales for state-aided housing 
adopted in 1955 began at £34 Ils. a 
dwelling for the first four houses, and 
came down to £7 Ils. a_ dwelling 
for each dwelling over 225. The fees 
for state-aided multi-storey flats began 


at 5 per cent. for contracts under 
£10,000, coming down to 2 per cent. for 
contracts over £250,000, with a reduction 
for repetition in a second contract. 


The New Charges 


The normal R.I.B.A. scale begins at 10 
per cent. for new works costing less than 
£700, and comes down to 6 per cent. for 
contracts over £7,000. For nearly all 
repetitive housing, therefore, the fee will 
be 6 per cent., but this is subject to a reduc- 
tion, by prior agreement, by an amount not 
exceeding 3 per cent. of the cost of the 
repetitive elements in the scheme. 

Detailed application of this principle is 
complicated, but the following examples 
show how the old and the new scales 
operate:

e MIDLANDS NEW TOWN 
Government Investigate Possible Site 


S announced some months ago, Mr. 
Henry Brooke, Minister of Housing 
and Local Government, has been consider- 
ing the suitability of an area around 
Dawley in Shropshire for the building of 
a new town under the New Towns Act, 
1946, to house overspill from Birmingham 
and. the Black Country. 

Because of the many old mine workings 
in the Dawley area, he has now decided 
that a special investigation will have to be 
made of the possibilities of building a satis- 
factory town there, and of the likely extra 
cost due to the nature of the site. 

In response to his request, the Birming- 
ham City Council have agreed that their 
city architect, Mr. A. G. Sheppard Fidler, 
M.A., F.R.1.B.A., A.M.T.P.I., may carry out 


this investigation. In doing so Mr. Sheppard 
Fidler will be acting for the Minister, not 
for the Council. He will be provided with 
specialist assistance from the Ministry and 
elsewhere on the questions of subsidence 
and the reclamation of dereliction which 
are involved.

a double spiral system of floors enables 
upward and downward traffic to be com. 
pletely segregated. Passenger lifts and 
staircases are provided at the four corners 
and, in addition to car access by the 
ramped floor, two car lifts will be installed 
principally to move cars above fourth floor 
level. 

The total weight of all slabs to be lifted 
on the building is 32,250 tons, the height 
above ground level of the uppermost slab 
being 72ft. 

The site area is two acres and the total 
effective floor area available on completion 
will be 17 acres. During the casting period 
up to 500 cu. yd. of concrete were poured 
a day. 

Concrete Columns 


The Longbridge building differs from 
most previous buildings erected by this 
method in this country in that reinforced 
concrete and not steel columns have been 
used. For ease of handling and lifting these 
were cast on site in three sections. 

Attachment of the slabs to the columns 
was through steel collars which were cast 
in the concrete. These also provided a 
means whereby the hydraulic jack was 
connected to the slab and acted as a guide 
as the slab slid up the column during lifting, 

When the slab had reached the required 
height a steel wedge was inserted between 
the column and the collar which were then 
welded together. For this purpose a 
fabricated steel instert was cast mono- 
lithically within the column. 

The sequence of events was first to con- 
struct the foundations and cast the ground 
floor slab. On completion of this stage, the 
steel collars were threaded on to the 
columns and the columns erected and 
plumbed on the prepared foundations. The 
first floor collars were then lowered on to 
the ground floor slab and positioned there, 
Reinforcement for the first floor slab was 
positioned on the ground floor slab and the 
concrete placed, screeded and trowelled to 
the required finish. As soon as this con- 
crete had hardened sufficiently, it was 
sprayed again with the separating medium 
and as soon as this had hardened, the 
process of casting the first floor slab was 
repeated for the second floor and _ sub- 
sequent slabs. 

As soon as the roof slab had reached its 
specified strength, lifting commenced. The 
piston of each jack was connected to two 
28ft.-long by ljin. diameter high tensile 
steel rods which were anchored at their 
lower extremity to the slabs by means of 
the steel collars. Extension rods were fitted 
to carry the slabs to the required height. 
Each jack has a patented locking device to 
prevent the slab falling should there be any 
failure in the hydraulic supply. 

The hydraulic supply to each jack passed 
through a central control panel and the flow 
of oil to each jack could be regulated by 
valves on this panel. The height of lift at 
each column was also recorded at the 
control panel by means of an electric micro- 
switch mounted on the jack and connected 
to a Veeder Root counter mounted in the 
control panel. The operator was thus able 
to see the progress of lifting at each jack 
station and where differential lifting arose 
it could be corrected by adjusting the 
throttle valves.

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PROBLEM OF RECRUITMENT AND TRAINING 






OF WATER ENGINEERS 


** Thorough Investigation Urgently Needed ” 


4 JATER undertakings, in common 
with other public services, face 
a serious situation due to shortage of 
staff’, said Mr. M. T. B. Whitson, 
B.Sc., M.LC.E., in his presidential ad- 
dress at the Institution of Water En- 
gineers’ conference, held in Buxton 
recently. 

“The British Waterworks Association, 
in March, 1960, obtained information from 
223 water undertakings in an effort to 
assess the magnitude of the problem”, he 
stated. “The questionnaire on which the 
summary of replies was based included 
particulars of technical, administrative, 
and manual employees. Whilst appreciat 
ing the general problem, this Institution 
is more particularly interested in the diffi- 
culties encountered in the recruitment of 
engineering staff. In this category the 
number employed by the 223 authorities 
was 1,083, of which 632 were under 40 
years of age, and 451 were above that age. 
The number of unfilled vacancies was 94. 


Not Encouraging 


“The facts which have emerged from 
this preliminary investigation are not en- 
couraging and, I believe, would even be 
depressing if they were analysed to indi- 
cate the situation existing in various parts 
of the country. 

“Personal experiences have a _ limited 
value in an investigation of this nature but, 
having had the opportunity to advertise 
for engineering assistants in the ‘hungry 
thirties’, and to receive inquiries 
from 20 promising young” engineers, 
I am enabled to make a_ compari- 
son with present-day abortive advertise- 
ments. This prompts me to ask the 
questions-——What has happened?—-What is 
happening?—and What of the future? 

“What has happened, of course, is that 
we have passed from the financial 
stringency of the 1930s—when even to 
suggest a major constructional scheme was 
tantamount to a political offence—through 
the dark tunnel of war into an era of 
prosperity and intense activity which, no 
doubt, the historian will describe as the 
Second Industrial Revolution. 

“We are, in fact, striving to remedy the 
damage done to our towns and their 
inhabitants by the rapid industrial expan- 
sion of the first revolution. Modern 
science has placed in the hands of the 
technologist the tools and materials to 
accomplish this task, and has created an 
unprecedented damand for highly trained 
men and women, which we have en- 
deavoured to meet by overhauling our 
educational system. Universities and 
colleges are bursting at the seams, yet the 
demand for recruits continues to exceed 
the supply. A situation has thereby been 
created in which the emphasis of competi- 
tion has been shifted from the applicant 
to the employer. Public authorities are 
now competing with industry for the neces- 
sary men and women, but industry, know- 
ing its requirements and having the 
Organisation to publicise them, is exerting 
the greater influence 

“Not only are we not getting a fair 
Share of graduates, but we have lost many 
of the potential trainees who were re- 
cruited from schools but who now pro 
ceed to the university. Using personal 
experience again as an indicator, it was 
formerly an easy matter to select first- 
class pupils from school and to train them 
for professional qualifications. The present 
system has made a serious breach in this 
reservoir of recruits. 


“What of the future? Even before we 


hazard a guess a thorough investigation of 
the problem is urgently necessary. Among 
the questions which require answering 
are: (1) How many trainees are required 
to safeguard the future of the industry?; 
(2) how many are now being recruited 
from (a) universities, and (b) schools?; (3) 
what should each water authority be doing 
in order to make its fair contribution to- 
wards the solution of the problem? 

“We appreciate the efforts now being 
made by employer associations to stimulate 
recruiting, and the training schemes now 
in operation or proposed are very com- 
mendable, but in each training scheme— 
usually in the last paragraph—lie the 
operative words ‘The chief officer of the 
department in which a trainee is employed 
shall be responsible for his welfare, further 
education, and training’. To which we 
might add, that he must also take an active 
interest in the competitive trainee market, 
and be prepared to make the requirements 
of his profession known abroad. 

“Under existing conditions of inade- 
quate staff this is indeed a great responsi- 
bility, but it is one which was shouldered 
by our predecessors who, in the building 
of works of engineering, not only had the 
satisfaction of achievement, but realised 
also that these works were mere symbols 
of human effort, and saw to it that their 
successors were capable of emulating their 
high standards. 


Learning and Thinking 


“Following this attempt at an analysis 
of the reasons for what we hope is only 
a temporary pause in recruitment, and the 
necessity for a continued interest in train- 
ing, may I be excused if I indulge in that 
useful, but often misunderstood function 
of the elderly the interpretation of 
experience? 

“The modern world of engineering with 
its increasing pace of development pre- 
sents a challenge to the young engineer 
and, at the same time, lays him open to a 
serious handicap. There is so much to be 
learned that the time left to him for 
thought is almost negligible, and this is 
happening at a period in our history when 
original thought is more necessary than at 
any time in the past. 

“I look at the present-day student with 
awe and the greatest of respect. He is 
called upon to learn about twice as much 
as the more leisurely student of 40 years 
ago. If we accept the fact that the 
personal coefficient of absorption cannot 
have altered much in that time, he is, 
however, bound to finish his studies in 
that supersaturated condition which is so 
harmful to the processes of thought. The 
years which follow are years of desatura- 
tion, in which he must make certain that 
he gives himself time to think. 

“This period of adjustment is the vital 
and formative vart of his engineering 
career and, in order to put the ‘benefits 
of a good education’ in their proper pers- 
pective, he would be well advised to keep 
Samuel Smile’s ‘Lives of the Engineers’ by 
his bedside. This will at least bring home 
to him the fact that the evolution of 
engineering knowledge has been based up- 
on a long and laborious conflict of small 
victories and great defeats. The men 
engaged in the battle came from all classes 
of society; some were self-educated, some 
had received the benefit of a good educa- 
tion, but all were original thinkers. 

“If we accept the dictionary definition 
of ‘original’ as ‘not derived, copied, 
imitated, or translated from anything else’, 
it will be appreciated that original thought 
is a rare process. The early engineers 


had the advantage of us in this respect. 
They were schooled to originality by lack 
of information and their inability to copy, 
imitate, or translate from previous ex- 
perience. 

“Today, the great flood of information 
tends to kill initiative, and it is extremely 
difficult—but fortunately not impossible— 
to think of anything which has not been 
done before. The challenge, however, 
remains, and the individual will adopt his 
own methods in meeting it. 


“The placid acceptance of the work of 
our predecessors is a bar to all progress. 
The G.P. of water engineering, however, 
must of necessity base his decisions on 
what has been done before, and the very 
purpose of his training is to enable him 
to make the correct use of existing know- 
ledge. 

“He can, nevertheless, make a special 
study of some aspect of his work in which 
he is particularly interested, and subject 
it to the rigours of thought, inquiry, and 
search. He will thereby develop his 
ability to think and, by becoming an 
expert in a limited field, he will be the 
better fitted to deal with experts, and to 
treat them with the caution and respect 
they deserve. In later years, when he gets 
bogged down in the slough of administra- 
tion, he will have a rope with which to 
pull himself out—now and again—on to 
the solid ground of engineering, and so to 
recapture some of the enthusiasm of his 
youth. 


Art of Research 


“The two processes, thought and search, 
constitute the art of research, and it is 
convenient, though probably not quite 
correct from a scientific point of view, to 
define research in this manner in order 
to illustrate the parts played by the indi- 
vidual, the committee, and the research 
laboratory. 

“The thinking process is peculiar to the 
individual. The searching can also be 
done by the individual, but is greatly 
accelerated by the committee and the 
laboratory. 

“In the case of the research laboratory, 
the two processes are complementary, but 
the worker in the field is in many cases 
hampered by his isolation. His ideas and 
thoughts may be sound, but he does not 
have the opportunity to match these with 
his colleagues. 

“The Institution’s Research Groups can 
be of great assistance in this respect; their 
formation has been justified, and there is 
a continuing need for them.”

The Payroll Tax — Safety in Working 


TIVE 1961 Finance Bill just published 

sets out in Section 26, under the side 
heading of “Surcharges on Employers”, the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer’s proposais 
on what is more popularly called the pay 
roll tax. The Bill, which of course may 
be heavily amended by the time it becomes 
an Act at the end of July, provides that 
if, between the date of the Bill becoming 
law and March 31, 1962, it “appears to 
the Treasury expedient so to do” the 
Treasury may by order direct that a sur 
charge on employers may come into effect 
from the date of the order for a period 
ending on August 5, 1962, or such earlier 
date as may be prescribed. The surcharge 
is to be in respect of each person in respect 
of whom the employer is liable to pay 
a contribution for that week under the 
National Insurance Acts and would amount 
to not more than four shillings per person 
per contribution week. Power is given 
to provide in the order for different rates 
of surcharge for different persons. 

These surcharges if imposed are to be 
collected together with the National 
Insurance and Health Service contributions. 
By the Fifth Schedule to the Bill it is 
provided that these surcharges which an 
employer may become liable to pay in 
respect of a person for a contribution week 
plus the National Insurance and Health 
Service contributions already payable by 
the employer for that person in respect of 
that week are to be regarded as one com- 
bined contribution payable by the em- 
ployer under the National Insurance Acts. 

From the mixed reception given to this 
proposed tax one may perhaps doubt if 
it will ever be used. Nevertheless, con 
tractors will appreciate that this is one 
more uncertainty which must affect their 
pricing, Of course, it would be possible 
to assume the maximum imposition of the 
tax and add the sum to the tender figure. 
This is no doubt impracticable since many 
contractors will not do this, so that those 
who do risk losing tenders to rivals who 


are willing to chance their arm on this 
point. Ruling out this comparatively 
simple method of treatment one may 


usefully consider the problem in relation 
firstly to contracts already let and secondly 
to those which are still at the tendering 
stage. 


Existing Contracts 


Where the contract is on a firm-price 
basis it will usually be impossible to 
recover any imposition of this tax by order 
made after the Act comes into force. It 
should however be possible, on the lines 
suggested in an article in The Contract 
Journal for January 5, 1961, to argue that 
the tax must be taken into account when 
valuing variations and when estimating the 
extra cost to the contractor of complying 
with instructions. For the original work 
set out in the contract documents only an 
ex gratia claim would normally be 
possible. 

In the case of building contracts under 
R.I.B.A. conditions which allow for the 
recovery of fluctuations it will be noted 
that the Bill's Fifth Schedule provides that 
this tax, if vayable, is to be regarded as 
if it were part of the employer’s contribu 
tions under the National Insurance Acts 
If one looks at Clause 25A(1)(d) of the 
R.I.B.A. contract the contractor is entitled, 
if the rates of contribution payable under 
the National Insurance Acts are increased 
after the date of tender, to recover the net 
amount of such increase. It would seem 
possible therefore to argue that if the pro 
visions of the Bill’s Fifth Schedule are not 
altered by the time the Bill becomes law 
the pavroll tax should be recoverable under 
the R.I.B.A. Contract’s fluctuation clause 


Future Contracts 


Obviously the threat of this tax beine 
imposed by Treasury order after the Bill 
comes into force by about the end of 


July this year is a factor which tenderers 
on firm-price jobs must bear in mind 
because, as stated above, the additional 
cost of the tax, if imposed, would not 
normally be recoverable on such contracts. 
Of course this possibility may have the 
effect the Government apparently intend 
and cause contractors when tendering to 
prune their expected labour force for the 
job to the minimum. Nevertheless, con- 
tractors would be wise to seek clarification 
as to the intention of the building owner 
as to allowing any claim in respect of this 
tax if it were imposed after the date of 
tender. It might perhaps be suggested to 
him that a provisional sum to cover the 
tax be inserted in the bills; or, if the con- 
tractor is willing to run the risk of the 
tax in respect of the work originally speci- 
fied, to make clear in his tender that he 
would need to reconsider his rates for 
valuing variations, etc., if the tax were 
imposed—and he might even, if his esti- 
mating department can do so, set out the 
various percentage increases he would 
need to his bill rates to meet the possible 
imposition of this tax on labour for extra 
or varied work. The important point 
however on firm-price tenders is, before 
the contract is signed, to get clear, pre- 
ferably in writing, one way or the other, 
whether, and if so to what extent, this 
tax would be recoverable by the con- 
tractor. 

On contracts to be let on a fluctuations 
basis contractors should clarify whether 
or not the fluctuation provisions of the 
contract conditions would allow the re- 
covery of this novel tax; it is unlikely that 
they will which makes it all the more 
desirable to get the point clear. Even on 
fluctuation contracts on R.I.B.A. condi- 
tions, and despite the suggestion set out 
above that it might be arguable that this 
tax was recoverable under Clause 25A, it 
would be advisable to get clear whether 
or not the contractor is to be entitled to 
recover the cost of this tax if imposed. 

It should of course be remembered that 
if the tax is in force or is to come into 
force after the date of tender so that the 
contractor has or ought to have taken it 
into account in his tender and then the 
tax is removed or reduced during the con- 
tract the building owner may well try to 
seek a reduction in the price he has to 
pay. If the contract is firm-price then, 
like the contractor in opposite circum- 
stances, he will almost certainly be unable 
to insist on any reduction by the con- 
tractor. On varied work however he might 
well argue that new, and reduced, rates 
were appropriate. If the contract is on 
a fluctuation basis then the points given 
above would apply but in reverse; and the 
suggestion that the question of whether or 
not this tax is within the fluctuation clause 
should be made clear at the time of con- 
tract, applies with equal force. 


Safety in Working 


N Connolly v McGee [(1961) 2 All E.R. 
111] an asbestos roofer sued his 
employer for breach of the duty they 
owed him under the Building Safety 
Regulations. C, the roofer, was fixing 
asbestos sheets to a one-storev building 
the framework of whose roof was of lattice- 
work girder construction with  purlin 
4ft. 6in. apart running along the length of 
the building and resting on girders. The 
sheets had to be laid on and fixed to the 
purlins. The sheets were strong enough 
to let a man walk on them though from 
the nature of asbestos it was desirable 
to avoid putting too much weight on an 
unsupported sheet. In carrying out the 
fixing the work was done in rows starting 
from the bottom of the roof; each sheet 
was mitred at the corners and drilled 
before being carried to the roof. Young 
man’s staging, strips of wood joined by 
cross-battens, had been placed on the roof 
so that the sheeter’s weight when carrying

the sheets up the roof was kept well 
distributed. Each sheet overlapped the 
corresponding sheet on its right and the 
one below. A man would insert a bolt 
from underneath through two holes and 
another would screw the nut down, The 
first man would have to be along the line 
of a purlin, his legs in a downwards Posi- 
tion and the Youngman’s staging |aid 
lengthways along the roof as a support, 

On the day of C’s accident the sheets 
used were from a load which had been 
tested by the employers and from which 
several defective sheets had been removed. 
C put on a bolt and the other man screwed 
down the nut. C then took his left arm 
from underneath the sheet and then, for 
some reason not explained, leant his weight 
on his right arm near the edge of the sheet 
at a point beyond the double support of 
the overlap. The sheet cracked and C fel] 
and was /ajured. 

Regulation 5 provides that ‘Suitable and 
sufficient scaffolds shall be provided for 
all work that cannot safely be done on or 
from the ground, etc.” To succeed in 
proving a breach of duty by his employer 
under this Regulation C had firstly to 
show that his employer had not in fact 
provided scaffolds which the Regulations 
define as “any temporary structure on or 
from which persons perform work ir con- 
nection with an operation to which these 
regulations apply ... . "; then secondly 
he would have to show that, in the words 
of the Regulation, the work could not 
“safely be done” without the provision of 
suitable scaffolds, and the employer should 
therefore have provided them. 

On the first question the court felt that 
Youngman’s staging was a scaffold as 
defined in the regulations when laid up 
the slope of the roof for the purpose of 
the workmen getting to their place of 
work; however, once the men had got to 
their work place, they no longer used the 
staging as a scaffold for doing the work; 
C relied on, and his employer expected 
C to rely on, the roof supported by purlins 
and not on the scaffold, the Youngman’s 
staging. C’s employer had therefore not 
provided’ scaffolds and_ the _ second 
question, whether he ought to have done, 
therefore arose. 

On this question the Court could not 
find any case in which the meaning of the 
words in Regulation 5 “cannot safely be 
done” had been defined. Now clearly it 
is difficult, when an accident has in fact 
occurred from one way of doing a job, 
to argue that that way is one under which 
work can safely be done; one can always 
be met by the reply—-well in one case at 
least that way of working did result in an 
accident so it cannot be a safe way of 
working. The Court however drew a dis- 
tinction between what is possible and what 
is in fact likely; the test it felt in deciding 
whether work “cannot safely be done” by 
any particular method is to ask whether 
or not from experience of doing the work 
by that method that experience has shown 
that the method is or is not likely to pro- 
duce accidents. Applying this principle to 
the present case the Court said. “In a case 
such as this where the work is work 
carried out regularly by the whole trade 
in the same way that this work was being 
carried out, and the workman has failed 
to show any history of accidents in the 
trade, . . . the workman fails to show that 
the work ‘cannot safely be done’ in the 
way in which it was being done at the 
time of the accident. The accident rate 
must be of importance, although it is by 
no means conclusive.” C’s claim against 
his employer therefore failed. 

This case shows once again the tendency 
in recent decisions that wherever possible 
the courts will trv to interpret statutory 
duties placed on employers in a reasonable 
way and avoid the conclusion that an 
absolute obligation has been placed on 
them.

GALLERY 
COMPLETED 


Arched Roof of Metal 


Construction 


NEW gallery has just been com- 
4% pleted at the Science Museum, 
South Kensington, to house the 
museum's aeronautical collection. The 
design is reminiscent of an _ aircraft 
hangar, with an arched roof of metal 
construction. 

The gallery forms the top floor of a 
three-storey block now being built by the 
Ministry as an extension to the Science 
Museum. It is 225ft. long, 80ft. wide and 
30ft. high to the centre of the roof. 

Ten tubular steel arches carry the roof, 
each of them of 100ft. span in two pre- 
fabricated sections, These arches pass 
through the glass walls of the room and

“hangar-like”

are seated on rockers bearing on the out- 
side walls of the building. 

Embossed aluminium has been used for 
the inner lining of the roof because it is 
light and will need no painting. It also 
has good heat insulating properties. The 
outer covering of the roof is conver, with 
3in. of cork insulation between this cover- 
ing and the aluminium. 

To take up any expansion or contraction 
that might occur, bellows joints of copper 
have been fitted at the places where the 
arches pass through the glass walls. These 
walls slope inwards about 2ft. from top 
to bottom. 

The colour scheme of the new gallery 
is light blue for the tubular steel arches, 


gallery which has just 


with white for the lattice work. End walls, 
where they adjoin the tea room, are 
painted purple. At the other end they 
are grey-green. 

The floor will be covered with linoleum 

a broad 15ft. strip of a coppery-yellow 
colour alongside the glass walls on each 
side, with the rest of it charcoal colour 
to cut out reflections on glass showcases. 

Heating is by warm air from the 
museum’s central boiler house, which is 
forced through vents in the roof. The air 
is extracted through grilles at each end 
of the gallery. 

Many of the historic aircraft which form 
the basis of the museum's aeronautical

Some Economic Considerations 


A UE to the fact that every job 

differs it is impossible to standar- 
dise prices by quoting rates per unit 
length of given diameter. However, it 
can be stated that in the majority of 
cases fully investigated the submarine 
pipeline has proved to be the most 
economic solution particularly when 
compared with full treatment works.” 

This statement was made by Mr. 
W. G. G. Snook, Dipl.C.E., A.M.I.C.E., 
deputy general manager, Land and Marine 
Contractors, Ltd., during the course of a 
Paper presented at the recent conference 
of the Institution of Public Health Engi- 
neers in Blackpool. 

“If neighbouring councils with a pollu- 
tion problem arrange to have the hydro- 
graphic surveys carried out jointly, or at 
least at the same time, quite a considerable 
saving is achieved,” he said. ‘Even more 
obvious of course is the saving if councils 
act jointly in contributing to a single 
disposal scheme, or arrange to have 
separate schemes constructed during the 
same season. 

New Materia!'s 

“Experiments are proceeding with new 
materials. As would be expected the most 


interesting of these new materials is the 
plastics range of pipes which are now 
being manufactured in quite large 


diameters. There are many problems to be 
solved before plastic pipes can be used on 
their own. These problems are not only 
connected with the actual laying opera- 
tions but also with providing stability 
against transverse currents and possibility 
of movements of the sea bed either under- 
mining the pipe and submitting it to the 
force of the currents, or else a build-up 
of material over the pine which could 
cause a flattening effect. However, these 
problems are being actively investigated. 
One of the most attractive solutions seems 
to be prestressed concrete pipe as an outer 
skin with a plastic pipe as a ‘lining’. 
Development of the utilisation of pre 
stressed post-tensioned concrete pipes is 
well advanced.

“For the smaller local authorities and 
industries where full treatment can be 
replaced by comminution and high velocity 
pumping through comparatively small 
diameter pipes, the submarine pipeline 
technique can, contrary to several recently 
published statements, show economies not 
only on capital outlay but on operational 
costs. 

“In coastal resorts heavy construction 
works being carried out during ‘the 
season’ can be catastrophic from a financial 
point of view and the submarine line 
technique has the advantage of not inter- 
fering with summer seasons by virtue of 
the fact that the pipelines can be built up 
during the winter and launched in the 
springtime before the busy season com- 
mences. To give an example on one recent 
project in South Wales, a submarine out- 
fall comprising 14 miles of 18in. diameter 
steel pipe was completely installed and 
operational within 11 weeks from the go- 
ahead to proceed. During this ll weeks 
the pipes had to be located, purchased and 
delivered, wrapped on site before welding 
could take place, and the total time taken 
to get the 14 miles length into the sea was 
only two days. 

“Having been installed, the submarine 
pipeline requires practically no main- 
tenance or operational expenditure, apart 
from, of course, power used and super- 
vision in pumping or comminution. 
Obviously if there is no pumping and 
discharge is by gravity then there is hardly 
any expenditure apart from occasional in- 
spection of the cathodic protection system, 
where simply reading the ammeters will 
indicate whether the lining and coating Is 
intact. 

Construction Sites 

“With regard to construction sites it 
is very seldom that there is no possibility 
of using the pulling technique. For in- 
stance, on one recent investigation where 
a full treatment works had been planned, 
the only construction site appeared to be 
some marsh land or playing fields divided 
from the sea by a promenade and two 
busy roads with very expensive residential

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properties on either side. However, jt 
was still found to be a much more 
economic proposition to adopt the sub. 
marine pipeline technique by allowing for 
the purchase of several of the houses con. 
cerned at prices way and above market 
value, simply knocking down the front and 
back walls in one room on the ground 
floor and to close the roads (which it was 
determined were not too busy in winter) 
for 24 hours during the pulling Operation 
In this instance it may well mean a saving 
to the ratepayers of a capital expenditure 
of £200,000. 

“Towns which are split by rivers or 
estuaries and have been considering treat. 
ment on either side of the estuary or river 
mouth, or perhaps duplicate outfalls, can 
often benefit by utilising the submarine 
pipeline technique to span the river and 
collect the sewage on one side using a 


single outfall from the most economic 
Position. 
“It is quite often still an economic 


proposition to run a shore line from the 
existing collecting points to the construc. 
tion area, where it has been impossible 
to find a suitable construction area close 
to the town or the existing point of outfall 

“Generally speaking the cost involved ip 
getting on to site the necessary equipment 
for land and marine works is common to 
practically any length of vive within limits 
of course, so that the extra cost in con- 
struction of two miles of pipeline as against 
one mile of pipeline would be mainly in 
regard to the extra materials and a certain 
amount of labour involved. In other 
words, the longer the pipeline, the greater 
the rate of decrease in the cost per ‘unit 
length. 

“It must be appreciated that this state- 
ment is generally accurate, but the rate of 
decrease is affected considerably by site 
conditions, particularly if it is only 
possible to build very short lengths of pipe 
on land, as this means a great increase 
in the number of tie-in joints which affect 
the time factor of the piling operations and 
in consequence the risk factor with regard 
to storms, bad weather conditions in 
general, silting up over the pipe, etc., and 
as the basis of quotation is almost in- 
evitably a ‘lump sum’ such eventualities 
must be foreseen and allowed for.”

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RECONSTRUCTION OF THE ANGEL ROAD BRIDGE 


MHE new Angel Road Bridge at Ed- 

monton, with dual 30ft. carriage- 
ways carried on nine piers over a 480ft. 
straight cantilevered bridge length and 
approached by gentle gradients and 
approach alignments of some 2,500ft. in 
length, represents a further major step 
towards the clearing of the numerous 
severe restrictions to traffic which exist 
on the North Circular, London’s Trunk 
Radial route. 

The end of the second stage of the con- 
struction of the new bridge by Leonard 
Fairclough (London), Ltd., was marked 
recently when the first of the new carriage- 
ways was brought into operation. 

The existing single 24ft. carriageway 
reinforced concrete bridge was built. in 
1908 and was based on the Considiére 
system, using 17 spans to bridge 700ft. 
and having a total length of 1,300ft. Its 
approaches were laid out on small radius 
curves considered suitable at the time and 
in recent years was subject to a weight 
restriction, The bridge crosses eight sets 
of railway tracks and a small stream. 

Design Considerations 

The main design considerations of the 
new bridge centred about obtaining a 
central span of 60ft. flanked by 52ft. spans, 
with further 52ft. and 40ft. spans flanking 
these in turn. In order to make the maxi- 
mum use of precast concrete construction, 
the span units have all been designed to 
a common cross-section, the difference in 
span length being taken up in part in the 


design of the cantilevered piers. The 
major spans are post tensioned so that 
a portal frame effect is achieved. 


Approaching from the east, the bridge thus 
consists of three 40ft. simply supported 
spans, followed by seven fully tensioned 
spans of 40ft., 52ft., 60ft., 52ft., 52ft., 52ft. 
and 40ft. The length of the main 60ft. 
span was fixed by the position of the 
railway platforms below whilst the 52ft. 
spans were located by the presence of 
sidings. 

The approach curvatures on the east 
range from 750ft. to 1,108ft. mean radius, 
whilst on the west these are from 495ft. 
mean radius to 4,500ft. The central 
reservation, which is 4ft. width over most 
of the bridge, increases to 14ft. on the 
eastern approaches. 

Site clearance was started in February, 
1960, involving the demolition of 13 
houses, a cafe, a small engineering works 
and partial demolition and rebuilding of 
a large warehouse. The existing approaches 
to the present bridge were partially 
demolished and new approaches. con- 
Structed such that one 30ft. carriageway 
of the new bridge could be opened for 
traffic at the earliest date. In the setting 
out all major work was carried out by 
night time observation, due to the density 
of traffic. 

The site is overlain on average by 3ft 
of clay, followed by a 12in. gravel layer, 
which in turn rests on 6ft. of peat, before 
a gravel base is reached. The foundations 
for -the abutments, piers and retaining 
walls were taken down an average of 10ft 
to the base gravel and the excavations for 
a subway at the eastern approaches were 
carried down 1I7ft. As the water table 
is some 8ft. to 9ft. below surface, only 
the subway excavation required to be 
pumped, the inflow here being handled by 
t Sykes UVS6 Univac working mostly “on

1ORB fitted with a backacter. Each pier 
unit consists of five legs, these legs being 
some 19ft. high from foundation level. 
The piers are surmounted by a cantilevered 
crosshead, the function of which is to 
support 59 longitudinal precast prestressed 
members per span. The construction of 
the reinforcement and shuttering of the 
cantilever heads utilised l4in, square bar 
frames, fabricated in the form of a truss. 
To these bars at suitable points were welded 
Kwikform fastners which provided the 
anchorages for the shuttering bolts. 
Welded steel channels were also used to 
give support to the frames between piers. 
Channels, or tubes are located in the pier 
heads for the passage of the prestressing 
cables and Plastiment was used to ensure 
the maximum workability of the concrete. 

The 59 precast beams which form each 
span are 15in. wide and 2ft. in depth and 


The attention given in the design to 
achieving the maximum harmony with 
future surroundings, combined with 


economy in construction is reflected in the 
use of Griggan granite facing panels as 
permanent shuttering for the mass con- 
crete retaining walls of the approach em- 
bankments. These harmonise particularly 
well with the redevelopment which is 
taking place in the area and the use of 
variegated panels breaks any monolithic 
effect to which such features tend to give 
rise. 

The points at which the construction of 
embankment ends and bridging com- 
mences was, of course, determined by 
plotting graphs of the cost of each, the 
intersection of these governing the end of 
the embankment. The fill material for 
the embankment is compacted hoggin, this 
being spread with a Drott skid shovel and

weigh approximately 6$ tons. They are 
delivered to site by Cawood Wharton, Ltd., 
and are emplaced at the rate of one every 
six minutes with a 15-ton Smith’s M.E. 
mobile crane, over 70 per cent. of the 
beams being emplaced with this unit. 

For some sections, however, the con- 
tractors employ their 65-ton Moto- 
Lorain, which is normally fitted with a 
50ft. jib but which is used here with a 
120ft. jib. This mobile crane is currently 
the largest of its kind used in the U.K., 
and was specifically imported from the 
U.S.A. by Leonard Fairclough to expedite 
precast concrete construction. 

The beams for each of the tensioned 
spans are stressed with 12/276 Freysinnet 
cable to 54 tons, each cable passed through 
one beam and the two adjacent pier heads 
The main span is stressed with 16/276 
cable on the Magnol-Blaton system. Trans 
verse stressing using 12/200 cables at 5ft. 
centres is also employed to tie the beams 
together. 

The decking consists of a 10in. thickness 
of reinforced concrete on the approaches, 
on the bridge deck this being a levelling 
up between the rise and fall of the 6in. 
camber of the beams. This is surmounted 
hy a 2tin. base course of asphalt, followed 
by a l}in. wearing course 


compacted with a 6/10 smooth-tyred roller 
on hire from Moores Plant, compaction 
being to within 95 pil@r cent. of its maxi- 
mum dry density and approaching 100 
per cent. behind the abutments. 

Thé realignment of the services over 
the bridge involves a 12in, water main, an 
18in. gas main, G.P.O. and street lighting 
cables and several high voltage cables. 
The provision of a pedestrian subway is 
also being made at the Eastern end, this 
being of 7ft. 6in. finished square section 
of reinforced concrete construction with 
asphalt tanking and finished internally 
with 44in. green glazed brick and grano- 
lithic floors. 


Provision of Mobile Plant 


The contractors’ provision of mobile 
plant of ample capacity to handle the 
largest precast units involved has been a 
particular feature of this contract, this 
also being demonstrated in the provision 
made for compressed air supplies—with 
the contract spread over a line of some 
3,000ft. and with substantial demands 
arising at several points, this has been met 
by using a Foden mounted Consolidated 
Pneumatic type 600-RO-2 rotary “Power

—e total volume of work executed 
which in some areas was much 
in excess of 1959-—and the consequent 
increased activity of members, fully 
justify the year being described as one 
of steady advancement,” state the 
Council of the Federation of Painting 
Contractors in their annual report for 
the year ended December 31, 1960. 

However, the report points out that this 
continued development applied entirely to 
the section of the trade with which the 
Federation is concerned. The smaller 
master painters and decorators did not 
generally participate in the additional work 
handled during the year. 

Discussing prospects in the field of 
industrial and commercial painting the 
Council say that the indications for the 
coming year, and also for 1962, point to 
a further and possibly considerable expan- 
sion. They express the view, however, 
that the time has come for painting con- 
tractors generally to adjust some of their 
business habits and reduce to their own 
advantage the number of their occasional 
“gambles.” 

“Collectively, it is not within the 
Council’s capacity to calculate the mone- 
tary compensation benefit that has accrued 
to contractors by reason of the additional 
work executed by them over the vear in 
question,” the report continues. “At the 
same time, the highly competitive 
character of the trade has again been most 
apparent and has no doubt proved an 
influential factor in the businesses of many 
members in determining whether the 
year’s extended operations have resulted 
in a reasonably satisfactory profit margin 
or not. 

“Unfortunately, painting contractors 
often tender for work with the knowledge 
that a number of unfederated firms, who 
ywe allegiance to no one and thus cannot 
be called to book for any doubtful prac- 


tices, will possibly put in a ‘cut price’ for 
the job. This feature has long hampered, 
and often distressed, the trade, and, in 
the Council again emphasising that mem- 
bership of the Federation has always been 
synonymous with ‘a good job at a fair 
price’, they remain of firm conviction that 
the most formidable deterrent existing 
today to the creation of a satisfactory 
trading position is the continued incidence 
of uneconomic tendering by the misguided 
few. 

“Members are therefore urged to give 


careful thought to this basic considera- 
tion when tendering during the coming 
busy months, at the same time bear- 
ing in mind the large volume of 
work facing the painting trade for at 
least the next two years. In the 


Council’s view, it is little short of fool- 
hardy to undertake any painting work un- 
less a reasonable return is assured.” 

In discussing this situation, the Council 
considered the practicability of drawing 
up a schedule of prices for the varying 
classes of work and conditions exclusive 
to the trade but found that such a 
schedule, covering the many differing jobs 
entailed, could not readily be compiled. 

The answer, in the Council’s view, lies 
in the general overhaul of members’ cast- 
ing departments and the establishment of 
the closest possible liaison between such 
departments and the _ estimating staff, 
coupled with a firm resolve to quote for 
work only at prices giving an adequate 
return. 

“In many instances, this has already been 
adopted by members,” the Council state. 
“It has, however, recently been reported 
that, in certain large towns, the number of 
tenders forthcoming has been insufficient 
for the client to place the work at what 
he considers to be a satisfactory price to 
himself. This is all to the good, inasmuch 
as it indicates that, if the volume of work 
to be handled by the trade in the next 
two years is in excess of that envisaged, 


“ JUNGLE WARFARE” THREATENS INDUSTRY, SAYS 
FEDERATION PRESIDENT 


NPEAKING at the annual general 
meeting of the Federation of Paint- 
ing Contractors in London last Monday. 
the newly-elected president, Mr. G. 
Greenhalgh, A.M.I.C.E., A.M.LStruct.E., 
said that unless recruitment was given 
the serious attention it deserved, the 
“jungle warfare” adopted by some con- 
tractors in offering plus rates, expenses 
and other extra payments in order to 
attract labour, would increase until the 
industry was reduced to chaos. 

“We must take advantage of the present 
bulge in teenage population and train as 
many youths as possible now or the oppor- 
tunity may be lost,” he stated. * We ough: 
perhaps to look again at the suggest'ca 
made 10 years ago by one of my pre- 
decessors for a shortened term of 
apprenticeship for plain painters, becaus> 
unless we can build up recruitment we shiil 
regret it in the future. 

Interim Payments 


After discussing the importance of acci 
dent prevention, the president’ then 
turned to the balance between m=n’y 
received and money spent in doing work. 

“There are two aspects here that I wish 
to mention,” he said. “Firstly, there is the 
adequacy of interim payments and prompt 
settlement of accounts. A great deal of our 
work is done as sub-contractors and pay 
ments for this work are received from the 
main contractor after he has received them 
from the client. 


“In these days of specialisation the main 
contractor is becoming more of a co- 
ordinator. It is rare for a main contractor 
to execute more than 20 per cent. of a 
building contract, 80 per cent. being carried 
yut by sub-contractors and specialists. 

“It therefore often happens that the 
trades for which the main contractor is 
responsible have been completed and paid 
for before some of the sub-contractors 
have even started. Under these circum- 
stances—human nature being what it is 
one can understand a main contractor 
having little interest in devoting time to 
finalising a contract where the balances 
outstanding are entirely owing to sub- 
contractors, 

“I do no wish to imply that all, or even 
the majority of main contractors, have this 
fault but where it exists the sub-contractor 
is in the difficult position of having no 
agreed figures on which to make a claim 
for payment and no right of approach to 
the client or his QO.S. to try to reach agree- 
ment, 

“Some years ago the Federation Council 
put forward to the Joint Tribunal on the 
Standard Form of Building Contract a 
suggestion which it was felt would assist 
sub-contractors who found themselves un- 
satisfied in respect of interim or final pay- 
ments. The suggestion was that a clause 
should be inserted in the contract giving 
the sub-contractor the right to know what 
percentage of the original contract value 
of his trade had been certified and paid 
to the main contractor.—I am sure you 
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the situation should develop so as to 
enable the painting contractor to be far 
more selective in the jobs for which he 
competes and particularly in his selection 
of the main contractors to whom he 
quotes, 

Air Ministry Work 

“As is well known, almost all mainten- 
ance painting contracts issued by the Air 
Ministry are now on a three-year term 
basis,” continues the report. ‘‘This form of 
tendering naturally again gave rise to a 
number of minor difficulties which were, 
during the year, satisfactorily settled jn 
consultation between the  Federation’s 
representatives and officials of the Ministry, 

“An issue of considerable importance 
will, however, arise before the year is out 
to those contractors holding current con- 
tracts by reason of the considerable jin- 
creases in labour costs. The contracts, 
being on a firm-price basis, will not vermit 
of such increases being recovered and the 
Ministry have categorically informed the 
Federation that they do not propose to 
amend the conditions to provide for it. 
It is anticipated therefore that many con- 
tractors will request to be released from 
their obligations in accordance with the 
provisions of the documents covering such 
contracts. 

“In this regard, the Council consider it 
is important that the contractors concerned 
should keep well in mind that it will still 
be necessary for them to carry out work 
for which orders have been issued prior to 
the notice of termination being given. 
Should such notice be deferred until the 
new labour rates become effective, it may 
well follow that contractors may have to 
carry out three or four months’ work at 
the increased rates without being in a 
position to recover the additional cost 
involved.” 


Power Stations 
The report also discloses that early in 


February 1961, a deputation from the 
Committee further conferred with Sir 
Christopher Hinton, chairman of the 


Central Electricity Generating Board, as a 
result of which the industry’s representa- 
tives were successful in persuading the 
Board to revert to the conventional 
method of issuing invitations to tender for 
the paint and painting work involved 
directly to painting contractors. 


will all agree that this, if agreed, will prove 
invaluable to painting contractors. 

“The second point of balance between 
money received and money spent lies in 
our own hands. It concerns the price 
quoted for work compared with the speci- 
fication of the work required to be done. 

“Several instances have been reported 
recently of prices quoted for contracts 
which bear no resemblance to the work 
specified even after allowing for the 
cheapest known paint with the _ highest 
possible number of yards per gallon 
applied by labour giving the most opti- 
mistic outnut in vards ner hour. The 
annual report has dealt with this unhappy 
position. It is not suggested that the 
firms making such low quotations are 
Federation Members but when faced with 
such competition there is a temptation for 
even Our members to cut prices. 

“It is not, of course, our job to teach 
members how to run their businesses and it 
is appreciated that there are times when a 
keen price is an economic one according 
to circumstances, but we do like to feel 
that the prices quoted by members of this 
Federation are directly related to the work 
specified. 

Pay-Roll Tax 


“Finally I want to make one brief com- 
ment about the Chancellor’s proposal 
regarding a pay-roll tax,” said Mr. Green- 
halgh. “One of the reasons nut forward 
for this proposal is that it is designed to 
prevent emovloyers from ‘hoarding’ labour. 
If this is the purpose surely the tax is most 
inadequate, ineauitable and doomed to 
failure. If an emolover is retaining labour 
which is not being fully used at a rate of 
say £15 a week what difference will a 
tax of 4s. per week make?” 
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INTENSIVE PLANNING OF £13M. GLASGOW 
HOUSING CONTRACT 


N the Hutchesontown/Gorbals rede- 
I velopment area of Glasgow last 
week Holland and Hannen & Cubitt 
(Scotland) Ltd., commenced work on a 
|4m. housing scheme involving the con- 


struction of ten 195ft. residential 
blocks. : 
Planning for the programme was so in- 
tensive that it took four months, and 
seven alternative schemes were devised. 


They covered the use of various types of 
plant and different approaches to the job. 
Typical of the detailed studies was the 
estimate that the four tower cranes em- 
ployed woulc! have to make 60,000 lifts 
during the run of the contract. 

Following a special visit to France to 
study the use of tower cranes On major 
building projects, Cubitts decided to im- 
port one of the largest ever used in 
Britain. 

Able to lift loads of 44 tons up to a 
height of 210ft. at a radius of 100ft., the 
crane’s main job will be to hoist the 800 
wall panels, each 21ft. by 9ft., into position 
on the building straight from waiting 
lorries. Weighing four tons each, the 
concrete panels will be factory precast. 

By September all four tower cranes will 
be at work on the site handling concrete. 
formwork and reinforcements. Over 600 
precast flights of stairs will be placed in 
the buildings, which will also be served 


a 


by eight electric 12-passenger lifts. During 
construction, access to the buildings for 
workmen and small materials will be by 
two passenger/goods hoists. 

A close watch on the overall construc 
tion brogramme will be maintained at daily 
site conferences and at weekly target- 
setting and progress review meetings. They 
will be supported by further meetings 
between senior officials at fortnightly and 
monthly intervals. 


Interconnected Blocks 


The 10 tower blocks will be _ inter- 
connected at alternate floor levels in two 
groups, one of three towers and the other 
of seven. Work will proceed simul- 
taneously on both groups of maisonnettes, 
but Cubitts expect to complete the three- 
tower group some time before final com 


pletion of the whole project in the summe! 
of 1963. 


Standing on concrete stilts, the first 
floor of the maisonnettes will be L5ft. 6in. 
above the ground. The main supporting 
columns of the blocks will be of heavy 
splayed buttress type from the ground to 
eighth floor, then proceeding vertically to 
the roof.

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MORE GRANTS NEEDED FOR ROAD REALIGNMENT 


\ R. HENRY BOWDLER, who took 
4", over the post of Kent County 
Surveyor in late 1959, has presented to 
the County Council his report for the 
two years ending March 31, 1959 and 
1960. 

In it he says that the main trend during 
these years has been a growing realisation 
by the Government and the people that 
road building, from unclassified roads to 
motorways, must be expanded into a full 
Programme in the shortest possible time 
The county Surveyors’ Society have been 
giving this advice and fighting a con- 
tinuous battle against apathy and lack of 
money for very many years. 

Mr. Bowdler commends the County's 
Roads Committee for constantly support- 
ing that opinion and being prepared at all 
times to recommend the Council to match 
all Government grants with the appropriate 


contribution from the rates. But, he 
states, the level of grants from the Ministry 
falls pitifully below the level required, 
particularly in relation to grants for im- 
proved realignment. 

He continues: “Major improvement 
grants need to be increased and I am 
encouraged by the Minister’s recent an- 
nouncement that more money will be 
made available for urban improvements 
and a three-year programme of priorities 
for improvement works on classified roads 

“The total expenditure for which the 
Roads Committee was responsible during 
the two years under review was 1958-59, 
£3,204,869; 1959-60, £4,265,477. 

“With the many large schemes to be 
engineered, supervised and constructed it 
is to be anticipated that an annual expendi 
ture of £54 million will have to be main 
tained over a planned period. At the 
moment we are thinking in terms of a 


accordance with a rigid agreed timetable. 

The 400 maisonnettes will be of eight 
different types catering for three, four or 
five people and will include special single 
apartments for old people on the lower 
floors and for young people on the top 
floors. 

The family type apartments will have 
pram storage at their own level. All 
bathrooms will be naturally lit and venti- 
lated to the gardens. Each maisonnette 
will have a _ private garden balcony 
measuring 20ft. by 10ft. and for these, 200 


precast garden balcony panels will be 
placed in position. 
Total floor area of the residential 


redevelopment is over half-a-million sq. ft. 
The maisonnettes themselves will cover 
336,000 sq. ft. and the garden balconies 
169,000 sq. ft. Fioors will contain electric 
coils for heating and there will be no fire- 
places. Refuse disposal will be by chutes. 

The maisonnettes have been designed 
by Sir Basil Spence, R.A.R.D.L, 
P.P.R.1.B.A. 


Development Area 


The Hutchesontown/Gorbals Compre- 
hensive Development Area is one of 29 
such areas throughout the City which the 
Corporation of Glasgow propose to tackle 
in the next 20 years. This first scheme 
of urban renewal coving 110 acres has, as 
its primary aim, the rehousing of as many 
people as possible at an average net density 
of 150 rooms per acre, whilst making 
adequate provision for schools and other 
community facilities. It is anticipated that 
about 10,000 of the existing 20,000 people 
can be rehoused in the 62 acres to be 
devoted to residential use. 

Sir Basil envisaged the multi-storey 
housing as one great block forming the 
visual and social core to the whole of the 
Gorbals. Though split into two groups 
the towers will have the visual appearance 
of one large block. 

Consulting engineer Ove Arup has 
worked in close co-operation with the 
architect to evolve the in-situ reinforced 
concrete cross-wall structure. The splayed 
concrete legs of each tower will transfer 
the central cross-wall loadings to the 
ground, while a simple support will carry 
the end cross-wall. With this method the 
first floor slab can be simply spanned be- 
tween central and end cross-wall, and be 
of normal economic thickness. This would 
not have been possible had more con- 
ventional pilotis and cantilevered slabs 
been adopted.

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CONTRACTORS WANT MORE 
PUBLIC WORKS 


“TINHE Government's acceleration of 

the road programme is welcome 
as a Step in the right direction but there 
is much more to be done in the public 
development of the country,” states Mr. 
A. J. Hill, B.Sc., M.LC.E., chairman of 
the Federation of Civil Engineering Con- 
tractors, in an introduction to the 
annual report of the Federation just 
published. 

Water supply, sewerage and flood pre- 
vention schemes are long overdue, he 
points out, and urges the Government 
and public authorities to recognise and act 
upon the’ necessity of keeping such works 
abreast of other forms of capital invest- 
ment. 

“If, as I earnestly hope, these greater 
opportunities are provided, our members 
will be able to demonstrate their proven 
resilience and capacity to fulfil them,” he 
says. ‘“* While new challenges will call for 
increased mechanisation and ever-improv- 
ing methods, there will remain in our 
affairs the element of human endeavour, 
combining all that is best in leadership, 
ability, and courage, which attracts good 
men and rewards them with a great sense 
of achievement.” 


Direct Labour Attacked 


Speaking at a Press conference to 
introduce the annual report, Mr. Hill said 
the industry was worried by the growing 
use of direct labour by local authorities. 
Describing this as a “form of nationalisa- 
tion by the back door” he said it was 
having a serious effect particularly on the 
smaller civil engineering contractors in 
several parts of the country. 


Reluctance to Tender 


Questioned about the alleged reluctance 
of contractors to tender for major road 
works, Mr. Hill said there had _ been 
instances of 30 contractors or more tender- 
ing for a single contract, many of them 
offering unrealistic prices. The result was 
a lack of confidence in the market and 
some contractors were understandably un- 
willing to tender. Useful discussions had 
been held with the Minister of Transport 
and he thought the problem was now being 
overcome. 


MAJOR CHEMICAL PLANTS FOR 
MILFORD HAVEN 


Work will shortly commence on the 
construction of a new £4m. ammonia 
plant in Milford Haven, for a joint com- 
pany formed by Esso Petroleum Co., Ltd., 
and Fisons, Ltd. The plant is to be built 
on a five-acre site adjacent to the Esso 
Refinery, and will produce 150,000 tons 
of ammonia a year. 

The ammonia will be used in the manu- 
facture of nitrogen products for the 
fertiliser industry by another wholly owned 
Fisons’ plant, which is to be built on a 
separate 40-acre site nearby. Both plants 
will be connected by a pipeline, and are 
expected to be in commision by the 
spring of 1964.

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COMPREHENSIVE REDEVELOPMENT OF BLACKBURN 


CENTRAL AREA 


Combined Scheme by Corporation and Laing Group 


LACKBURN Corporation have an- 

nounced that in association with 
Laing Development Co., Ltd., they are 
to undertake a scheme for the compre- 
hensive redevelopment of the central 
area of the town. 


Over recent months a master plan has 
been prepared by the two bodies providing 
not only for the redevelopment of the town 
centre, but a long-term programme for the 
entire central area—150 acres bounded by 
the outer ring road. This ring road will, 
in the future, be the route for through 
trafic and it is therefore the natura! 
perimeter of this central area. 


In the zoning of the 150 acres, a new 
market site covers a large portion of the 
eastern sector and this will be linked with 
the town centre development. Below this 
is the coach station and an area zoned for 
industry, at present covered by the Star 
Brewery. Further south is another indust- 
rial area and this is screened from the bus 
station by a perimeter row of shops. On 
the northern side of the cathedral grounds 
are bank premises and to the west of the 
station is a further industrial area, which 





will be largely occupied by warehouses and 
light industry. 

High density housing is proposed to the 
west of the town centre and this will feed 
the centre. High blocks of flats are 
envisaged, grouped around green areas. On 
the extreme western boundary of the area 
is the proposed educational zone which will 
serve both the central residential develop- 
ment and the corporation’s housing scheme 
west of Montague Street. 

The Blakey Moor area in the north- 
western sector provides a civic centre 
where the existing police courts and public 
halis and buildings will lie close to new 
office blocks, swimming baths, library and 
civic theatre, and on the north-west side 
further residential provision is made with a 
small office area. 

The whole plan allows for central resi- 
dential development to take place on two 
sides of the town centre and keeps the 
industrial uses near to the railway. 

Town Centre 

In the layout of the commercial and civ 
centre it is proposed to isolate completely 
the entire shopping centre from vehicular 
traffic and a secondary ring road is planned

CRAFT FORCE AND EMPLOYMENT OF 
APPRENTICES 


‘aE preliminary results of a census in- 
- quiry carried out by the Ministry of 
Works in September, 1960, into the em- 
ployment of craftsmen and apprentices in 
the construction industries were an- 
nounced last November. 

More detailed results are now available 
which may be summarised as follows: 

The number of craftsmen employed by 
contractors increased in 1960 by 11,000 
compared with 1959. The proportion of 
skilled men in the total labour force fell 
marginally. 

The largest increase in a single craft 
was among carpenters, where the number 
of men employed increased by 4,000: in- 
Creases in other crafts were smaller and 
Were widely spread. 


The total number of apprentices em 


ployed remained virtually unchanged, and 
so did the number of fully trained crafts 
men for each apprentice employed. 

In relation to the number of craftsmen 
employed the proportion of apprentices in 
the small firms continued to be much 
higher than in the large firms although 
the total number of apprentices employed 
by the small firms fell in 1960 compared 
with the previous year. 

The number of carpenter 
(and boys on probation for 
apprentices) increased by 600 last year 
compared with 1959; there was little 
change in the number of boys apprenticed 
to most other crafts. 

The total number of firms employing 
apprentices fell in 1960. The decrease 
continued to be among the small firms 


apprentices 
carpenter 


in the line of Northgate, Church Street, 
Ainsworth Street and Exchange Street. 
There will be an area within these roads of 


some 14 acres which will form the main 
part of the town centre. 
The main shopping accommodation, 


which comprises both small and large shop 
units and a department store, is on one 
level which has been decided by the town 
hall entrance and the existing shops on the 
west side of King William Street. Ultimately 
it is proposed that King William Street 
should be closed to vehicular traffic and 
turned into a pedestrian way, allowing the 
area between it and Northgate to form a 
large portion of the shopping centre. 

Shops at the lower end of Church Street 
will be retained, but higher up, the build- 
ings on the north side will be affected by 
road widening proposals. This scheme 
provides for new shops to follow the 
frontage line of the new road and at one 
point to be set back forming an open space 
opposite the cathedral. Also at this point 
will be the entrance to a new hotel, built 
above the shops. 

The entire first floor of the area will be 
used for car parking, with a provision for 
1,000 cars. Access to this car park will be 
by means of a single ramp situated in 
Exchange Street at the rear of the town 
hall and a number of pedestrian access 
points will be strategically placed within the 
centre. Access to the buildings on the 
upper floors will also be given from the 
car park. Accommodation to be provided 
includes: A multi-purpose hall; cinema; 
new offices and reception rooms for the 
corporation; multi-storey offices; library 
extension; civic theatre; and hotel. 

First Stage 

The first stage of this redevelopment 
programme will be made possible by the 
removal of the market to the new site. The 
existing Market Sauare and market hall will 
then provide the space for the construction 
of: 34 shops; supermarket; department 
store; corporation offices and reception 
rooms; restaurant: offices; car park. 

The construction of this phase I develop- 
ment will follow the design of the larger 
scheme and basement servicing facilities 
will be provided with goods access from 
Victoria Street. The ramp to the car 
parking area will be situated at the rear of 
the town hall and will be large enough to 
cater for the larger demand of the final 
scheme. King William Street will remain 
and shops on the west side will be un- 
affected by the first phase. New frontages 
will be created on the east side and this 
will form the principal entrance to the 
new centre.

The block of buildings, on a 134-acre 
site in Watling Street, comprises four 
separate units which are all _ inter- 
connected. They are the general admini- 
strative offices, service department, parts 
department and canteen. These are 
grouped around the main entrance hall 
from whence access is obtained to each 
of the three main work areas and the 
welfare unit. 

The governing idea of the plan has been 
to facilitate service to the customer, 
whether he be a van driver picking up a 
spare part Or an executive calling on the 
managing director. Everyone’ enters 
through the main doors into the glass 
fronted and spacious entrance hall. Facing 
the main entrance doors and on the left 
of the hall is the parts counter and on 
the. right is the reception and inquiry 
desk. 

Parts Departmen: 


The parts department occupies 21,000 
sq. ft. of floor area. The roof is of monitor 
construction with a clear height of 17ft. 
which allows for the maximum storage 
of spare parts dependent on the operating 
height of a stacker truck. The roof is 
carried on steel stanchions arranged on 
a grid of 35ft. by 35ft. which is related 
to the spacing of the standard storage 
racks, 


Administrative Offices 


In the general administrative offices, 
everyone, including the managing director 
and the typists, are in one large open 
office 7,200 sq. ft. in area. It is a room 
120ft. long with a clear span of 60ft. The 
only people in separate offices surrounded 
by glazed screens are the cashier and the 
telephonists. Noise problems have been 
overcome by fitting a pile carpet over the 
whole of the office floor and by using a 
sound absorbent ceiling. The ceiling of 
perforated metal sheets backed by glass 
silk quilts also carries the hot water coils 
for heating the offices thus avoiding the 
obstructions caused by floor - mounted 
radiators. A grid of ducts under the floor 
carries telephone and power cables and 
these can be tapped to suit any re- 
arrangement of furniture. As a _pre- 
cautionary measure against uneven wear 
on the carpet it has been made up of inter- 
changeable square units. 

Callers may be interviewed in the 
entrance hall or in special conference 
rooms at first floor level. A glass enclosed

staircase tower leads from the entrance 
hall to the upper floor where a suite of 
conference rooms. overlooks Watling 
Street. 


Service Department 


The workshop is 275ft. long and 120ft. 
wide comprising 33,000 sq. ft. of un- 
interrupted floor space. It has been 
arranged with its length running approxi- 
mately north and south parallel to Watling 
Street and is covered by a Silberkuhl roof. 
This roof is of German design and built 
under licence in this country. It consists 
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the side walls are also glazed. These help 
to give a sense of airy spaciousness to the 
workshop. 

There are 12 doorways, each 15ft. wide 
and 15ft. high on both sides of the service 
department with 8ft. wide panels of brick- 
work in between. Each door opens up- 
wards and is so counter-balanced by a 
torsion spring that one man can open and 
close each of them. The use of these 
doors allows tractors or earthmoving 
machines to be brought into any work bay 
from outside. Four overhead travelling 
cranes each capable of lifting 5 tons may 
be used to move them or their component 
parts to any part of the shop. The cranes 
which are slung from the roof may be 
used separately or in conjunction with one 
another thus giving a total possible lift 
of 20 tons. 

The floor has been specially hardened to 
withstand the wear of the crawler tractors 
and again a series of underfloor ducts 
allows for electric, compressed air and

of a series of lattice-work steel 
spanning the full width of the shop and 
carrying shells of reinforced concrete 
which in turn span between the top boom 
of one arch and the bottom boom of the 
adjoining arch. The result is a curved and 
saw-toothed roof carried on _ steel 
stanchions which in this instance are set 
out to a grid 23ft. by 120ft. Large sheets 
of glass fill the spaces in the lattice of the 
arches, thus allowing natural lighting of 
daylight intensity to be obtained through- 
out the shop. In addition the north wall 
is entirely of glass and the large triangular 
spaces between the edges of the roof and

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HIGH FREQUENCY IGNITION 


SYSTEM 
A_N ignition system claimed to reduce the 
4 familiar causes of two-stroke engine 


failure, such as starting difficulties due to 
erratic fuel/oil ratio, is to be marketed 
by Wipac Group Sales, Ltd., Buckingham, 
The system, known as the Magister, em. 
ploys a high-frequency condenser discharge 
principle with a high rate of spark, 

The problem of ignition failure causeq 
by excess oil or dirt on the contact breaker 
is also said to be overcome by the 
mechanical advantage of employing the 
closing of the contact points to produce the 
spark. 

Basically, the system varies from the 
conventional method of magneto ignition 
by the existing H.T. ignition coil being 
replaced by a feed coil. A.C. current, 
induced from this in the same manner as 
usual systems, is then converted to D.C, 
through a small rectifier which, in turn, 
charges a condenser. The charge is retained 
by the condenser until the contact breaker 
closes. At this point the store current is 
discharged through the ignition coil, which 
again uses primary and secondary windings, 
producing a high voltage which is taken 
to the sparking plug by H.T. lead. 

With the conventional magneto, the 
breaking of the contact points to the 
magnetic break is of utmost importance, 
With the Magister discharge system, how- 
ever, this timing is not so critical, and any 
discrepancies at this point have little or 
no effect on the ignition output. This is 
due to the fact that the condenser holds its 
charge from the feed coil till the contact 
breaker closes. While a recommended 
contact clearance is given, variations from 
this do not affect the magneto output.

READY MIXED PLANT SERVES HARLOW 
NEW TOWN 


HE first ready mixed concrete plant to 

serve the new town of Harlow and 

the surrounding area recently commenced 
production. 

The plant, owned by Ready Mixed Con 
crete, Ltd., was designed and manufactured 
to their own specification. An overhead 
aggregate storage hopper having a total 
capacity of 80 cu. yd., is divided into four 
compartments and is mounted directly 
above the batch weigh-hopper. 

The two basic ground levels enable 
materials to be tipped directly into the 
hoppers from lorries approaching the plant 
from the higher level across an inclined 
\8ft.-wide timber decked steel gantry.

LARGEST CONCRETE POUR ON A 


BUILDING SITE 


ae the hours between 7.45 a.m. 
and 7.30 p.m. on a recent Saturday, 
Ready Mixed Concrete, Ltd., supplied 
and delivered a total of 1,185 cu. yd. of 
ready mixed concrete to the new Lon- 
don Hilton Hotel, now being erected in 
Park Lane by Token Con- 
struction Co., Ltd. 

To achieve a single pour of 
this quantity without inter- 
ruption to the supplies of other 
customers, Ready Mixed Con- 
crete combined part of their 
outputs from three of their 
London plants. Deliveries 
were made in truck mixers 
with carrying capacity rang- 
ing from 3 to 6 cu. yd. and 
throughout the day supplies of 
concrete were arriving at 2}- 
minute intervals. 

The truck mixers, standing 
in the roadways 60ft. above 
the level of the foundation 
base being formed, discharged 
the concrete via their own 
extension chutes into flexible 
metal trunking which carried 
the concrete to the lower level. 
Wire guides were used to 
manipulate the outlet of the 
trunking in order to achieve 
correct placing. To assist in 
transporting concrete to the 
central area of the base, the 
trunking discharged into two 
controllable hoppers which in 
turn discharged onto two 
conveyor belts, stop guides be- 
ing positioned as required to 
enable concrete to pour into 
further trunking for precise 
placing. 

A trafic manager was 
stationed at the site whilst 
the pour was being made, his

duties being to ensure that each truck dis 
charged and returned to its plant within 
five minutes from time of arrival. 

The operation is believed to the largest 
concrete pour in this country on a building 
site of this type to be completed as 
scheduled in a single day.

COMPANY TO SPECIALISE IN LIFT SLAB METHOD 
OF CONSTRUCTION 


TIVHE resources of the structural divi- 

sion of Rubery, Owen and Co., Ltd., 
and Kleine Reinforced Concrete, Ltd., 
have been combined in the formation 
of a new company, Owen-Kleine Struc- 
tures, Ltd., which will specialise in the 
development of a system of lift slab 
construction applicable to multi-storey 
buildings. The technique uses struc- 
tural steel stanchions with reinforced 
concrete floors and roof. 

Under this method, the structural steel 
stanchions are erected to the full height 
of the building by traditional methods on 
prepared foundations as in normal construc 


tion, The stanchions’ which _ will 
normally be universal columns have 
adequate temporary horizontal ties and 


cross bracing to give stability during the 
the lifting of the slabs. There are no 
permanent steel beams. 

After the first stanchions are plumbed 
the ground floor slab is laid and the top 
surface of this is treated with a liquid 
which acts as a separating medium. Shutter- 
ing is then fixed around the perimeter of 
the next slab which is cast between four 
columns, leaving small margins between 
each adjoining slab. 

Mild steel shear connectors which pro- 
Vide the means of connecting the slabs to 
the stanchions are embedded in the four 
Corners of each slab and attached to the 


reinforcement. Each successive slab is 
then cast on top of the one below, until all 
are completed. When the top slab is cured 
the lifting can commence. 

The lifting mechanism consists of an 
overhead crane on a gantry supported by 
steel beams on stub columns attached to 
the main stanchions. This allows for 
clearance for lifting the roof slab. 

The crane comprises two independent 
crabs incorporating twin drums operated by 
synchronised motors. These crabs can travel 
across the gantry and are adjustable to 
accommodate various grid sizes. Two cables 
are lowered from each crab onto two 
lifting beams of channel section on opposite 
sides of each slab. The beams have plate 
hooks at each end to lift under the shear 
conneciors. 

Each slab is lifted to its respective 
position, the roof slab being lifted first and 
so on down to the first floor. The slabs are 
connected to the columns via the shear 
connectors which are bolted to the columns 
at each floor level. After the connection 
of the slab to the column the lifting beam 
is lowered down to the next slab. 

When the slabs are in position the 
margins between slabs are filled with in-situ 
concrete.

MIVHE cartridge tool has now become 

an accepted part of the builder's 
equipment, but it is not generally 
realised that the forerunner of the 
modern tool was first produced in this 
country during the first World War. 
There was also a contemporary inven- 
tion which employed an_ explosive 
charge inside a specially designed rivet, 
in order to cope with situations where 
access to the rivet head was difficult or 
impossible. 

These ingenious devices, however, 
attracted only a modest amount of atten 
tion, and it was not until the end of the 
last war that the value of the cartridge tool 
became widely recognised. Unfortunately, 
its popularity brought with it a new hazard 
and a resulting crop of accidents, and it 
soon became obvious that people would 
have to start thinking very hard about 
safety precautions if it were to escape 
drastic restrictions or even total prohibi- 
tion. It is good to record that the best 
of today’s tools enjoy a high standard 
of built-in safety; what is needed now is 
an equally high standard of competence 
on the part of the persons who use them. 

My first aquaintance with the technique 
of power-fixing was made abruptly during 
a summer afternoon in 1948. The men 
were having their tea-break and I was 
sitting quietly in my site office studying 
a drawing. After the prolonged roar of 


several pneumatic picks in the vicinity, 
everything seemed very peaceful. I can 
remember remotely hearing a_ skylark 


twittering in the blue expanse above the 
raw earth of the site. 

Suddenly there came a violent knocking 
on the door, and as I rose in alarm, the 
door burst open and a small black-bearded 
figure staggered through the opening with 
a heavy metal case. He put it down with 
a crash, then took off his glasses, steamy 
with exertion, and carefully wiped them 
with a red silk handkerchief.

Flugge paused to shoot two more bolts; 
one into a joist, the other into a rein- 
forced concrete stanchion. The second 
one ricochetted and flew past Flugge’s 
head, snipping out a small piece of his left 
ear as it went. We treated him at the 
first-aid station, and sent him sadly on his 
way, metal box and all. We heard nothing 
further of him. 

Ricochets have always been one of the 
major hazards of cartridge tools. They 
are usually caused by the _ projectile 
encountering irregularities in the medium 
into which the bolt or pin is being fired 
hard stone or steel reinforcement for 
example. Modern tools are fitted with a 
shield which protects the operator from 
this kind of danger, but there is still a 
measure of risk to fellow workers nearby. 
Indeed, accidents involving other persons 
are probably the most difficult to control. 
Many of these are caused through a bolt 
or pin being fired right through a partition 
and striking a person on the other side. 
Recently a new type of tool has appeared 
on the market which appears to minimise 
this danger by interposing a captive piston 
between the powder and the head of the 
projectile, this being equivalent, in effect, 
to an exceedingly powerful hammer-blow. 
The projectile leaves the tool with almost 
zero energy. 

Careful use of any cartridge tool is of 
vital importance if accidents are to be 


said 
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avoided, but initially the desjgen_ .- 
quality of the tool and projectiles are the 
most important safety factors, Mane. 
facturers recognise that incorrect handling 
must always be a possibility, and the design 
must take this into account. A first-class 
tool will prevent the projectile from being 
fired unless the tool is held against ; 
rigid object with a pressure of not less 
than 20Ib. and only then when it is within 
six degrees of perpendicular to the 
surface. The protective shield must pro- 
vide effective protection not only agains; 
a ricochetting projectile, but also against 
flying fragments of material. Injury js 
sometimes caused by excessive recoil and 
even by the effects of noise, and these 
should be kept to a minimum. [ useq 
to advocate the use of ear-defenders by 
the operator until I heard of an incident 
where the operator’s staging caught fire 
and he failed to hear a warning shou 
because he was wearing ear-muffs!

both for loadbearing and for cladding. At 
the moment these seemed to be going 
ahead rather faster in other countries than 
over here- -notably in Denmark, France and 
Russia.

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TAYLOR WOODROW’S 1,000th HOUSE FOR 
SMITH’S ORGANISATION 


Stage by Stage Developments at Three Estates 


JHE 1,000th house for employees of 
the Smiths organisation, (S. Smith 
and Sons (England) Ltd.,) has recently 
been completed by Taylor Woodrow 
s Ltd. 
— was one of the last of 460, mainly 
semi-detached, houses on a self-contained 
estate at Windrush Valley, Witney, Oxon. 
Earlier estates were one of similar size 
at Bishops Cleeve, near Cheltenham, and a 
smaller one near Basingstoke, Hants. Each 
has been developed in stages as homes 
were needed, the initial scheme being 76 
houses built at Bishops Cleeve in 1948. A

start is about to be made on a further 
60 houses at Cheltenham. The architects 
for the whole project have been T. P. 
Bennett and Son of London. 

Care has been taken, both in layout of 
the estates and the planning and equipping 
of houses, to provide moderately priced 
homes with the best possible amenities. 

At Windrush Valley roads, within which 
the houses are contained, divide an area 
of about 50 acres into four main irregular 
shapes. Further variation is provided by 
cul-de-sacs and grassed areas, with addi- 
tional privacy for tenants by the stagger- 
ing of frontages, so that few pairs of houses

** Ulster Can Lead the World ” 


SiR HERBERT MANZONI, president of 
J the Institution of Civil Engineers, 
speaking at a recent dinner in Dunmurry, 
Belfast, told members of the Northern Ire- 
land branch that if they had the courage, 
were prepared to spend the money and 
allot it in the right places, then Northern 
Ireland could be ahead of the world in 
meeting traffic problems. 

He was commenting on the decision 
taken at a meeting of the Association in 
Belfast earlier in the day to set up a traffic 
engineering study group in Northern 
Ireland. 

“I think you would be very wise to make 
a start here,” Sir Herbert said. “ If you do, 
you will be ahead of us because our traffic 
is much more intense than yours and, 
therefore, you will get a little time in hand 
In providing a solution. 

* But it is no. good doing this unless 
someone is prepared to carry out the 
schemes which you suggest. Every country 
in the world is well behind with this prob- 
lem. New York, where they have spent 
many millions of pounds on roads, is per- 
haps the worst, 


If it is proposed to tackle this matter 
‘na big way, as it will have to be if you 
ar? dealing with high intensity traffic, 
which has not yet come to you in Northern 
Ireland, but which will come, you must 


popularise the methods which you wish to 
adopt in the eyes of the public, for if they 
do not approve of it you cannot use it.” 

Here, he said, the public had very often 
not liked one little bit the plans of traffic 
engineers, whereas in America the public 
were now so used to traffic restrictions that 
they took in their stride whatever imposi- 
tions were imposed, It was important to set 
the climate for the restrictions and expenses 
necessary as traffic increased. 


BIG ATTENDANCE AT RAILWAY 
CONFERENCE 


More than 1,000 engineers and members 
of railway management from home and 
overseas attended the two-day Railway 
Modernisation Conference, held at the 
Institution of Civil Engineers in London 
last week. 

Twenty-five overseas countries were 
represented. From Australia there were 
eight delegates; France and the Nether- 
lands were each represented by six mem 
bers.

Shopping Area 


fhe focal point of the road system is 
a shopping area, off-centre on the eastern, 
or Witney, side of the estate. It com 
prises 12 shops, set in two lines, with addi- 
tional housing accommodation in 12 
maisonnettes and two flats. The centre 
lies behind an open space, and a church 
hall and a public house are under con 
struction. 

The policy of variation has been followed 
in the design of the houses, which have 
three main types of exterior finish; cedar 
board panelling, tile hanging or brick 
facings, In some cases, cement paint has 
been substituted for the brick facings. The 
flush doors, which have glass panelling 


alongside, are accompanied by either 
canopied or recessed porches. Ample 
windows are another feature. Provision 


has also been made for the accommodation 
of a motor car for each householder on the 
Witney estate. 

Interior treatment is contemporary. The 
houses are of two- and three-bedroom 
types, with upstairs bathrooms. Some 
have separate dining and living rooms, 
others a large dining-living room com- 
bined. All have a back boiler water 
heating system, and some have been fitted 
with the Smiths oil-fired boiler. 

The estate, off the main A.40 road and 
built for the Windrush Valley Housing 
Association, is for employees of the Smiths 
Motor Accessory Division, whose factory 
is nearby, but does not adjoin the estate. 


Civic Trust Award 


Developed on similar lines, the estate 
at Bishops Cleeve, near Cheltenham, re 
ceived the commendation of the Civic 
Trust Amenity Awards Scheme for 1956 
to 1959, for its contribution to the 
Gloucestershire scene. It was built for 
the Bishops Cleeve Housing Association 
and is occupied mainly by employees of 
S. Smith and Sons (England), Ltd., whose 
aviation instruments and watch factories 
are nearby. Some houses were allocated 
to nominees of Cheltenham Rvral District 
Council. 

At Basingstoke the estate, for the Kelvin 
Hughes Housing Association, is for em- 
ployees of the Kelvin Hughes aircraft 
instruments factory there.

Sheffield Wednesday’s Current Development 


IHE new north stand, now being erected 
at Hillsborough for Sheffield Wednes- 

day Football Club, will seat over 10,000 

spectators under cover when completed. 

It will be 362ft. long by 108ft. wide and 
the 48 rows of seats will have a rise from 
front to back of the stand of 
over 50ft. Every seat will have 
a completely unobstructed 
view of the whole playing pitch 
as there are no columns be- 
tween the spectators and the 
field. 

The roof of the stand, which 
will be sheeted in aluminium, 
will be supported by steel 
girders cantilevered from the 
back of the structure and pro- 
jecting 16ft. beyond the front 
row of seats to provide pro- 
tection from driving rain, The 
height of the roof is 60ft. and 
it is 124ft. deep. 

The terraces supporting the 
seats are constructed of pre- 
cast concrete units resting on 
a reinforced concrete sub- 
structure, except in the upper 
part where the steel roof 
girders are turned back under 
the stand to support both the 
roof and seating units. 

Access to the terraces will 
be from two levels, one at 
road level and one at 12ft. 
above the road, communi- 
cating by an elevated walkway 
with curved ramps at both 
ends to provide direct access 
from the turnstiles. 

Modern lavatory and re- 
freshment facilities will be ac- 
commodated below the stand. 
A central floodlighting tower 
will rise from the roof with

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SPAIN: A CHALLENGE AND AN 
OPPORTUNITY 


FT\HE report of the F.B.I. delegation to 

. Spain in February, 1961, has now been 
published and is entitled “Spain: A 
Challenge and an Opportunity.” 

The visit was in response to an invitation 
from the Consejo Economico Sindical 
Nacional, which sent a party of high-level 
industrialists to the United Kingdom in 
April 1960. The objects of the visit were 
to study the Spanish economy in the light 
of the recent stabilisation plan; to examine 
the possibilities for increasing Anglo- 
Spanish trade and how the U.K. could help 
in Spain’s development programme; and to 
obtain full details of the Spanish Foreign 
Investment Legislation. 

Sir William McFadzean, who led the 
delegation, says in the foreword of the 
report that there is little immediate pros- 
pect of selling certain consumer goods, but 
there are good prospects for supplying 
plant, equipment and machine tools, and for 
entering into mutually beneficial partner- 
ships. He says that more British indust- 
rialists should visit Spain, not only to see 
for themselves the potentialities of the 
market but also because the Spaniards 
place a particular importance and value on 
personal contacts. 

The report deals with the Spanish 
economy, agriculture and cattle breeding, 
constructional industries, heavy electrical 
plant and power generation, iron and steel 
industry, heavy engineering, shipbuilding, 
railways, machine tools, motor vehicles, 
textile machinery, printing machinery and 
the chemical industry. 


SWINDON AWARDED £236,495 
ROAD GRANT 


Mr. Ernest Marples, Minister of Trans- 
port, has made a grant of £236,495 towards 
the cost (£315,000) of building a new road 
in Swindon, which will be named Fleming 
Way. 

The road, 1,000 yards long, will connect 
Queen’s Drive and the Walcot expansion 
area to the central shopping and business 
area of Swindon, and will also provide a 
link from the Drove Road roundabout to 
Fleet Street for cross town traffic. 

It will comprise one 30ft.-wide carriage- 
way from the Drove Road roundabout to a 
new roundabout at Whale Bridge, where 
there will be connections to Prince’s Street 
and Corporation Street. This section of 
Fleming Way will follow the line of the old 
canal and provision will be made for the 
construction of a second carriageway at a 
later date. 

The section between Whale Bridge 
roundabout and Fleet Street will consist of 
dual 24ft. wide carriageways with provision 
for future widening to 30ft. carriageways. 
The level of the new road will be arranged 
to allow for the construction of a pedestrian 
subway, which will link the proposed new 
bus station and post office on the north 
side of the road to the new shopping 
precinct on the south side.

MHE new deep water harbour at 

Bridgetown, Barbados, was offici- 
allyopened last Saturday by Sir Grantley 
Adams, Prime Minister of the West 
Indies Federation. 

Berthing is provided for eight ships and 
one of the berths is fitted out for the bulk 
loading of sugar, which is the island’s 
principal export. 

The main works consisted of the con- 
struction of a protective breakwater with 
an inner arm 1,000ft. long and a 1,700ft. 
outer arm; a 1,200ft. wharf wall; inner 
berth; and reclamation of 874 acres on 
which are built transit sheds and the bulk 
sugar store. One million cubic yards of 
material were dredged, and 25,000 con- 
crete blocks weighing between 15 and 26 
tons were laid. 

The £4m, contract, completed four 
months ahead of schedule, was awarded 
to Richard Costain, Ltd., in 1957. The 
consulting engineers were Coode and 
Partners.

SNOWY PROJECT COMPLETED 
AHEAD OF SCHEDULE 


NOTHER project in the Snowy Moun- 

tains Hydro-Electric Scheme, compris- 
ing the Tooma Dam, the Tooma-Tumut 
tunnel and other works on the Tooma 
River, has been completed some months 
ahead of schedule. 

The Tooma project was undertaken by 
Theiss Brothers Pty. Ltd., the first Aus- 
tralian firm awarded a major contract on 
the Snowy Scheme. The main part of the 
project entailed placing a total of 
1,400,000 cu. yd. of fill in the 220ft.-high 
earth-and-rock-fill wall of Tooma Dam. 

While engaged on the project, workers 
set a world tunnelling record of 525ft. in 
a six-day working week, and achieved a 
record speed for tunnelling from three 
points by driving a tunnel of 1,252ft. in 
one week. 


Water from the Tumut Dam reservoir 
will flow through the nine-mile Tooma- 
Tumut tunnel to Tumut Pond reservoir 


and thus make available 25 per cent. of 
the water needed by power stations in the 
rumut Valley. 


DROP IN SOUTH AFRICAN 
BUILDING 
Building plans passed by municipalities 
in the 18 principal urban areas of the Union 
of South Africa during January and 
February are reported to reflect a building 
programme, sanctioned in this two-month 
period, which will cost R12.9 million. This 
is a considerably lower total thon that 
recorded for the similar period last year, 
namely R18.6 million. 
Almost the entire decrease is ascribed to 
a fall in the value of plans passed in respect 
of flats and other dwellings. other than 
houses. figures in respect of which dropped 
by no less than R5.1 million from last 
year's total of R7.2 million.

j,OUR territories in the Western Pacific 
(Fiji, the New Hebrides, the Gilbert and 
Ellice Islands and the British Solomon 
Islands) will share a total of £341,900 from 
25 grants made under the Colonial 
Development and Welfare Act. 

These grants were among 177 grants and 
loans approved during February and 
March, making available £4,979,302 for 
schemes to benefit Britain's overseas terri- 
tories. They bring the total of Colonial 
Development and Welfare grants and loans 
for the first quarter of 1961 to £9,727,117. 

Largest of the grants to the Western 
Pacific territories was £106,872 towards 
the cost of establishing a Central Teachers’ 
Training College in the New Hebrides, 
which is to receive a total of £122,778 in 
six grants. The eight grants approved for 
the Gilbert and Ellice Islands totalled 
£42,524, including £11,345 for extensions 
to the Teachers’ Training College at 
Tarawa. A grant of £1,800 towards the 
cost of a tellurometer control survey has 
also been approved for the British Solomon 
Islands. 

Other grants approved during February 
and March included £450,000 towards the 
cost of building a £550,000 College of Arts, 
Science and Technology in Malta; £129,500 
towards the cost of erecting a science 
building at the Royal College, Nairobi, 
£100,000 to provide additional staff hous- 
ing at the Royal College and £55,000 for
